Santa Ana, Calif. 
Dear Mr. Nealley;—A few days ago 
Miss Dresser received from Mrs. Neal- \ 
ley a letter which we all enjoyed very 
much. 
I ltad been thinking of you > 
lately, knowing you would wish to be j 
here to see and hear Tagore. 
I had 
this pleasure yesterday and these cir-: 
cum stances seem to determine that I) 
shall write to you. 
There have been references in the 
palters for some weeks to the fact that 
Sir Ftabindea Nath Tagore would come 
to Japan in June and that quarters in 
a secluded temple would be set aside I 
for his accommodation while here. Hej 
came about a week ago and yesterday 
afternoon gave an address at the Im­ 
perial University. I applied for three 
tickets, but for some unexplained rea-1 
son I only received one; so I left the | 
ladies at the hotel and attended alone.! 
I am sending you a paper containing 
his address so I will not attempt to 
say anything about it. 
He was pre­ 
ceded by two men who spoke a few 
words in Japanese. 
Tagore is a tall, 
virile appearing man whose 
curling 
hair and beard are 
strongly 
tinged | 
with gray. 
His voice is high-pitched 
and decidedly feminine with little ex­ 
pression. He read his address without 
gesture of any kind. 
His diction is 
perfect 
with just a suggestion of 
Scotch shading to a few of the words. 
His manner is quiet but earnest and 
were it not for tile rat lier monotonous 
tone would be quite impressive at 
times. 
The report says the address was 
punctuated with applause front the 
audience, which is a mistake. He was 
very cordially greeted with hand clap­ 
ping. which was very vigorous at the 
close. 
But during his talk there was 
not a sound. 
Tile attention was per­ 
fect. 
There were 1,200 or 1,500 people in : 
the audience, over 200 standing. Brob-1 
ably 75 foreign mea and 25 foreign 
women, and some 20 or 30 Japanese 
women. 
The others, all Japanese 
men, of whom possibly one quarter or 
more were not dressed in the student 


garb. 
Tile principal 
English 
paper 
prints Ute address nearly as given. I 
have not yet learned what the Japan­ 
ese papers have to say except that one 
of them tills morning did not mention 
it at all. 
The Imperial University buildings 
tire very extensive and are .situated 
in a beautiful park in the northern 
part of the city. My "rlcsha” man had 
some difficulty in finding the building 
where the address was to be given. 
A law requires all students from kin­ 
dergarten age up, to dress in a certain 
manner so it is easy to distinguish 
them 
wherever seen. 
The 
pubiie 
school buildings are numerous every-; 
where, hut are extremely unattractive, 
barn-like structures, but I understand 
the school system itself is excellent. I 
am told tile study of English is com­ 
pulsory. 
We have not carried out our trip 
exactly 
according to schedule, 
but 
have (tad an extremely interesting and 
enjoyable study of the Oriental people. 
We were in Manila a month, in China 
nearly two months, and will have in 
all about ten weeks in 
Japan. 
We 
have always prided ourselves that we 
read a great deal, but find that we 
really know hut little about this part 
of the world. We feel that the trip is 
a great education. 
It is tco bad that 
the United States, especially, does not 
know the Orient better. I was talking 
in Shanghai with Mr. Bryant, secre­ 
tary of the American Chamber of Com­ 
merce of China, on this subject and he 
expressed himself as wishing that it 
should be a requirement 
that 
every 
senator to he eligible should first 
spend two years in a trip around the 
world, and that every representative 
should first visit every corner of the 
United States. 
We have our passage to Honolulu 
engaged on the S.S. China, which was 
supposed to leave Yokohama July I, 
but we have learned that it will be at 
least the 7th before it gets away. 
I 
have applied for passage from Hono­ 
lulu to San Francisco but have not vet 
learned what I will get or when. The

Marti near 
Hung Kong has upset 
oui 
sailing 
plans, as we had our reservations en­ 
gaged upon that. 
The ladies unite with me in sending 
regards to Mrs. Nealley and yourself.
